Thunder storms, accom- 
panied with vived lightning, are very fre- 
quent, especially towards the close of the 
monsoon: very few days have passed with- 
out them siace we have been on the island. 
‘* There is one circumstance that renders 
Batavia pleasanf. It isa veryfertile country ; 
the whole year is one perpetual spring, 
and, ] understand, the interior of the island 
is quite the garden of the east. Fruit is 
very abundent; but there are not many 
equal in favour to those which England 
roduces. , 
* Our house is surrounded with cocoa- 
nut trees and plantains, two of the stand- 
ing fruits of the country, and which are of 
great importance to the natives ; as, with 
ihe addition of rice and salt, they fornis!: 
them with almost ali that they deem the 
necessaries of life. The former of these 
grows in almost every field around us, and 
the table of an European does not seem 
complete without a dish of boiled rice and 
carrie, both for breakfast and dinner. We 
iately purchased a milch goat, with a kid, 
for two rubees and a half; and eight fowls 
may be had for arupee. Pork is aot diffi- 
cult to be obtained; but other meat is 
scarce, and net equal to what you have in 
England. The cows are very poor look- 
ing animals,and yield very little milk. 
Goats are the substitute beth for sheep and 
‘cows. Butter is extravagantly dear, and 
|cood cheese is a scarce article, Wines are 
|moderate; the Cape wine may be had for 
aine rupees per dozen, $0 much for eat- 
ing and drinking ; now for the situation in 
which we live. it is in a house principal- 
ly constructed of bamboe, in a pleasant 
zreen Jane, about three miles from the | 
iown, It is about 44 feet long, and 35 feet | 
wide, with a viranda before and behind. 
Che eentre isa large hall, with folding 
doors opposite each other, which admit a 
free current of air. On each side isa 
sleeping room and study. ‘The walls are 
bamboo, the posts are of teak, the floor is 
paved with square brick, and the roof 
thatched with the leaves of a species of 
palm. You will think it strange to hear of 
a house without an up-stairs room, with 
neither a pane of glass, nor a single chim- 
ney. Yet this is exactly the case, and it 
wears a pretty appearance.. ‘The contrast 
of the white walls with the green trees 
that surround it, gives, as may be easily 
conceived, a cheerful aspect to the whole : 
the centmet tree, which presides over our 
gate of bamboo, is a majestic tamarind, 
now loaded with fruit; the front viranda 
looks into a garden, the back into a poultry 
yard. My little Canary bird, which was 
my companion for 15,000 miles, hangs in 
the front viranda, and has never ceased to 
warble, from the crowing of the cock to 
the setting of the sun. The value of this 
one little bird is equal to that of three 
horses in this country. ; 
“lam very thankful that both Mr. P. 
and myself enjoy as good a state of health, 
in the general way, as before we left Eng- 
land! In this foreign land, though deprived 
of the society of our friends, though desti- 
tite of that religious intercourse which 
lws often been the delight of our souls, 
still mercy surrounds us; the same heav- 
enly bounty supplies our returning wants, 
and listens to eur prayers; and, if Ged see

It appears, that 
he received his first religious impressions 
under my preaching about three years ago. 
There are one or two others who, we 
hope, will join us ‘after a time. 

* Perhaps some persons may suppose. 
that these ‘native Christians only change 
their sentiments relative to baptism when 
they join us, and that my preaching among 
them rather promotes the interests of a 
party, than the general cause of Christi- 
anity. ‘This, however, is not the case ; 
for I found these native Christians, a3 they 
are called, deeply sunk in sin. Sabbath 
breaking, drunkenness, gaming, fornication, 
and (if | may credit report) conjuring, and 
almost all other gross sins, were commor. 
among them, and are common among the 
generality to thisday. Some of them pre- 
tend to believe the doctrine of the trans- 
migration of the souls, and others are deep- 
ly tinctured with the spirit of Deism, 
through becoming acquainted with the 
works of Voltaire.

PAGAN IMPOSTURE DETECTED. 


From the Bengal Government Gazelle. 


The papers of the week have already de- 
scribed the monstrous stratagem of the 
Brahmins in Calcutta to impose upon the 
people anew deity, for the purpose of 
swelling the coffers of the votaries of Kali ; 
and all who refused to propitiate the of- 
fended goddess were threatened tobe af- 
flicted with the prevailing disease. ‘The 
circulation of the proclamation, on the part 
of Kalima, which enjoined this observance, 
was ingeniously provided for. It was the 
express duty of each individual who receiv- 
ed it to write three copies, and distribute 
them iu three different places. A subsidia- 
ry expedient was then resorted to, and a 
cowrie was left at the doors of several of 


town, by some unknown agents of the god- 
dess, with wriiten directions to convey it, 
with suitable donations, to‘ the temple at 
Kali-ghaunt, and to distribute three other 
cowries with similar instructions. Thus ha-] 
the Brahmins formed a regular combina- 
tion of devices to secure the succes: of their 
avaricious views ; and the whole scheme 
appears to have» been conducted with ad- 
mirable cunming and vigilance. ‘I'he name 
which has been given to the newly-created 
divinity js Ola Bebee, the aecount of whose 
appearance in a human form we copy from 
The India Gazette. 

‘Ola Beebe, and her priesis, have not 
failed to adopt the bolest measures to 
maintain her influence on the minds of the 
terrified and distracted population. An ac- 
tual soi-disant incarnation, or avatar, of 
Ola Bebeg appeared a few days ago at the 
village of Sulkeah. She sat there for two 
days in all the state of a Hindoo goddess,

At the time of the late war, after the 
Taiarabnans had joined the Atatiurnans and 
their confederates of Papara, in order to 
subdne the Porionuans,they retarned home, 
but bere displeased with their allies, re- 
edtyed to commencce war azainsi them, & 
in qgrder to render their god propitious, to 
offer a human sacrifice. They agreed that 





and professed Christianity, and who hap- 
pened at that time to be among thei, 
should be the victim. In consequence of 
this, a person went in pursuit of the young 
man, and having found him, told him that 
he would put him to death, and that be 
should not escape. The young man an- 
swered, ‘You cannot put me to death. 
You may kill this body of mme, and that is 
all that you can do.’ The rufhan, assisted 
by others, then immediately despatched 
the young man, and having put his body 
mto a basket, conveyed it to the Morai, and 
offered it as a sacrifice to Oro. 

This circumstance, I think, onght to be 
recorded on two accounts: first, because it 
is probable that it will be the last human 
sacrifice offered up in Otaheite ; and, sec- 
oudly, because the young man suffered 
death on account of his profession. and his 
attachment to Christianity. ‘ However con- 
fident, (adds Mr. D.) their confederates 
might be of victory, in consequence of of- 
fering the above sacrifice, they were nev- 
ertheless defeated with considerable loss, 
and driven to the mountains.’--Ur. Davie’s 
Tour in Otaheite. 

“ Another of the natives who professed 
Christianity was singled out with a similar 
intent, but happily eluded his pursuer. 
This circumstance is thus noticed by Mr. 
Davies. * At Pacau we saw a man named 
Abarahama, who a little before the late 
war at Tahiti, was there pursued by Tev- 
evirau (the husband of Momedua,a chief 
woman of the district of Hidia) who had 
determined to kill him for a sacrifice to 
Oro, the maa being obnoxious to him be- 
cause he had cast away idolatry and pro- 
fessed the worship of the true God = Ahara- 
hama was shot at and wounded in the thigh, 
but he ran in among the bushes and made 
his escape. He is now quite recovered, 
but will carry the honorable scar to the 
grave.~Mr. Davie’s Journal of a Tour in 
Otaheite.

Seerctary of the British and oreign Bible 

Soviety. St. Petersburg, Oct. 2, 1818.

MISSION AT BURMAH.

\declined. He soon, however, undeceived 

and astonished me, by asking, “ How long 

will it take me to learn the religiqn of Je- 

sus?’ I replied, that such a question could 

not be answered. If God gave light and 

wisdom, the religion of Jesus was soon 

learnt; but without God, a man might 

study all his life long, and make no profi- 

ciency. But how, continued 1, came you 

to know any thing ofdesus? Have you 

been here before? “ No.” Have youseen 

any writing concerning Jesus? “ I have 

seen two little books.” Who is Jesus ? 

“* He is the Son of God, who, pitying crea- 

tures, came into this world, and suffered 

death in their stead.” Whois God? “ He 

is a Being, without beginning or end, who 

is not subject to old age or death, but al- 

ways is.” I cannot tell how I felt at this

Our Auxiliary Bible Society will, 1 trust, 
prove a very great and most extensive 
blessing; many copies of the Scriptures 
have been distributed far and wide, Some 
time ago, a large number were sent to a 
camp about 100 miles hence, the whole of 
which were sold in less than an hour ; and 
another liberal supply is requested. There 
never was such a hungering for the bread 
of life among the English soldiery as there 
now is: the Bible is become the in- 
mate of the napsack, and may be found un- 
der many a soldier’s pillow, 
* These good men have alsoa strong de- 
sire to furnish the poor heathen with the 
Scriptures ; for this purpose they have al- 
ready subscribed more than seven pounds.

The Rev. Mr. Fam, in a letter to the 
Rev. Mr. Brown, of North Walsham, ex- 
presses his gratitude in the strongest terms 
for the kindness shewn him by Capt. Par- 
ker, (Mr. B.’s brother-in-law) who gave 
him a free passage in his ship, the Timor, 
to Amboyna, from the island of Celebes, at 
which and other islands in these ‘seas, he 
had spent nearly six months, in the instruc- 
tion of the people, who had long been des- 
titute of the means of grace, but were 
eagerly desirous of them. 

In the island of Chiauw the king had 
built a large Church, which, however, had 
no pulpit ; .but, in two days after Mr.Kam’s 
arrival a pulpit was eng in which he 
preached day after day to a multitude of 
le. » The king, who was in possession 
of a Malay Bible, took great a in lis- 
tening to Mr. Kam’s exposition of it to him 
in private as well as in public. Mr. Kam bap- 
tized in this island only, two thousand per- 
sors, the ordinance not having been admin- 
istered there for a long time. 

Mr. K. was gladly received by his own 
congregation at Amboyna, which consists 
of more than 1,400 persons,Dutch & Malay.

Report of the Directors of the American Edu- 
cation Society on the subject of assigning 
Beneficiaries to particular Churches or 


Benefactors. 


Ina communication to the Directors of 
the American Education Society, at their 
meeting, April 14, 1819, the Rey. Sereno E. 
Dwight, in behalf of the Church under his' 
pastoral care, requested the Directers to’ 
give adefinite, public expression of their 
opinion on the following interesting ques- 
tion, viz; Whether it is expedient, that the 
Directors should select Beneficiaries by name, 
as the particular objects of the charity of indi- 
vidual churches or benefactors. From the 
sincerest respect to those, who have made 
this request, as well as to other churches 
and individuals, who have been contem- 
plating the satge subject, the Directors are 
induced to give in the following communi- 
cation, a public expression of their opinion 
on the question which has been thus bro’t 
before them. 

The Directors camot but feel the high- 
est gratification in the active zeal, which 
has been excited in churches and indi- 
viduals, as well as in the community at 
large, in favor of the great object of the 
American Education Seciety ; and would 
gladly contribute to raise, to a still higher 
degree, that benevolent ardor, which has 
already effected so much for the cause of 
Zion. With this view, they haye hereto- 
fore been inclined to advocate the method 
of assigning beneficiaries by name to indi- 
vidual churches and benefactors. And they
